T HAS BEEN INTERESTING to 

observe the trends in carburetion 
on hopped up cars during the last 
few years. The speed enthusiasts 
have swung from two, to three, four, 
six and even eight dual throat car- 
buretors in order to produce the 
necessary venturi area required to 
pass air/fuel ratio into the well- 
breathing larger cubic inch engines 
of today’s highly modified power- 
plants. 

Along with this progression in 
carburetion the larger portion of 
hop up enthusiasts unknowingly 
have been left out in the cold. The 
installation of six or eight carbu- 
retors on any engine, no matter how 
extensively modified, will produce 
less than stock acceleration at nor- 
mal highway speeds. The reason for 
this is quite simple. During the cam- 
shaft overlap period (when both 
valves are open at the same time), 
full throttle low engine rpm per- 
formance is destroyed due to the ex- 
haust pressure traveling through the 
exhaust valve, retaining a higher 
combustion chamber pressure than 
atmospheric at the opening of the 
intake valve. The exhaust pressure 
therefore forces the intake charge 
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back through the port and out the 
carburetor, thus destroying the low 
engine rpm performance. This exact 
condition has probably been experi- 
enced by most of us when driving 
up a steep hill in an older, under- 
powered car in high gear. Letting 
up on the throttle slightly increases 
the power and the car climbs much 
easier. The reduction in throttle 
opening tends to restrict the exhaust 
force from blowing the fuel/air ratio 
from the carburetor. Many of our 
leading speed equipment manufac- 
turers realizing this condi pro- 
duced progressive throttle kits that 
increase low speed throttle response, 
flexibility and economy, but they still 
left much to be desired. Idle syn- 
chronization, integral throttle link- 
age assemblies, and constant loading 
were but a few of the remaining 
problems. 

In 1952 Detroit produced the four 
barrel carburetor that looked like the 
answer to all previous carburetion 
problems. It had a total venturi area 
larger than two average two throats, 
a simplified idle system, larger float 
barrel capacity and a controlled sec- 
ondary system that opened the rear 
two barrels only on demand. 
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It wasn’t long before speed equip- 
ment manufacturers were out with 
dual four throat manifolds for the 
more popular engines. Many of these 
manifolds had weak points such as 
improperly designed or restricted 
manifold passages which hindered 
mixture distribution and air flow pro- 
ducing a less than satisfying increase 
in performance. This caused the four 
barrel carburetor to take on a slow 
beginning until just recently when 
Detroit began producing well de- 
signed manifolds. These were equip- 
ped with two large four barrel car- 
buretors producing up to twelve 
cubic. inches of venturi area, The 
smooth trouble-free operation of 
these manifolds caused an immediate 
demand for large area dual four bar- 
rel carburetion for every make of 
automobile engine. In answer to these 
demands, extensive dynomometer 
tests were run on several combina- 
tions of manifolds and carburetors 
and the more outstanding of these 
selected for publication in the accom- 
panying step-by-step photo story. 
The installation of any one of these 
units will assure a high rpm horse- 
power with the low rpm flexibility 
and economy for daily operation. 
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MODIFIED DUAL FOUR BARREL 


This assembly is a dual purpose unit designed for 
everyday traffic operation and weekend drag racing. 
The original 180° firing order pattern and heat riser 
ports may be retained to assure maximum low speed per- 
formance, cold engine operation and the desired econ- 
omy usually not possible with increased carburetion. 
The increased throttle bore area of 1959 Buick 
A.F.B. Carter four barrel necessitates enlargement of 
the manifold throttle bores. In order to enlarge these 
areas and still retain adequate gasket surface, consider- 
able material must be added to the manifold casting. 
Heliarc is used with aluminum, brazing is recommended 
for cast iron. The assembly used in this modification is 
an aluminum Corvette manifold. Complete modification 
and assembly are shown in the following step-by-step 3. This is the opposite side of the manifold, again arrows 
photo story along with comparison horsepower chart. point to area that is filled in.

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LINCOLN CARBS FOR CORVETTES 







The most popular of all carburevor swaps at our 
shop has been the 1957 Lincoln Carter four barrel for 
Chevrolet dual four barrel units. 

Obvious increase in performance, low cost and ease 
of installation have been the major factors causing this 
not to mention the almost identical appearance making 
a good combination for the always prominent stockers. 

There are two methods for accomplishing this modi- 
fication. Each of these will be covered in the following 
step-by-step photo story along with horsepower com- 
parison chart showing the advantages throughout the 
complete power range.

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BLOWER MANIFOLD CONVERSION

The installation of 1959 Buick A.F.B. Carter 
carburetors necessitates a jet change which is sim- 
ilar in size for each modification regardless of 
engine displacement.

a CAR WAS TOO FAR away 
for any sound its huge engine was 
making to be heard but the charac- 
teristic tail of salt spray that followed 
it was becoming visually larger as 
the car lifted itself above the horizon. 
Then, when only a little over three 
miles from where it had started and 
still nearly two miles from the first 
timing light of the measured-mile 
timing trap that was its destination, 
the car turned sideways to its direc- 
tion of travel and hurtled into the 
air. By the time the particles of salt 
that formed the spray had settled 
once again to the surface of the al- 
most unbelievable Bonneville salt 
flat the car had come to rest, a little 
more than one-half mile from where 
it had gone out of control, upside 
down and shorn almost completely 
of its aluminum body. 

The group of spectators, number- 
ing possibly a hundred and mostly 
from Salt Lake City, Utah, who had 
been patiently waiting to observe a 
great event in automotive history, 
had, instead, witnessed the tragic end 
of one man’s almost lifelong ambi- 
tion. This man was Athol Graham 
whose principal aim in life was to 
establish a new World’s Land Speed 
record. Athol, and his ambition, died 
in a Salt Lake hospital one hour and 
eighteen minutes after his car roared 
to life for’ its last run. 

Since the invention of the internal 
combustion engine and its applica- 
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tion to man-carrying conveyances 
there have been men who have been 
impelled by the desire to travel over 
the surface of the earth, or over 
water, or through the air, faster than 
any other man. The forces that drive 
these men and their associates toward 
their goal are usually the worldwide 
fame, the possibility of rich mone- 
tary reward, and, in some instances, 
the highly gratifying spiritual reward 
of personal achievement. That the 
price of failure in the effort toward 
their goal could be their life doesn't 
seem to matter to such men. 

Athol’s car was the first of six 
scheduled for high-speed runs on the 
smooth white Bonneville salt during 
the 1960 season. Bonneville is truly 
one of nature’s wonders. Its size, flat- 
ness, and the nature of its surface 
make it an almost ideal speedway. It 
has become the first choice of men 
the world over for high-speed auto- 
mobile record attempts. The salt is 
dry for only a few months of the 
year and this year it is drier and 
harder than usual. Utah state road 
crews had smoothed a strip approxi- 
mately thirteen miles long for Athol 
and those who would follow him. A 
black line of oil was sprayed down 
the middle of the strip to guide the 
drivers of the super-fast cars. 

Athol Graham grew up in Salt 
Lake City, which is only one hun- 
dred and twenty miles from Bonne- 
ville. Living so close to the place 


where so many speed records had 
been made in the very shadow of 
Salt Lake City’s world famous Ab 
Jenkins, who established many of 
these records, created in Athol the 
desire to someday be the world’s 
fastest driver. 

Many World’s Land Speed records 
were established on the salt during 
Athol's lifetime. One thing they all 
had in common was that they were 
the efforts of professionals. In the 
usual sense a professional is a person 
who has gained a title or recognition 
as an expert in a field as a result of 
extensive scholastic training or highly 
specialized experience. In the field of 
land speed record attempts profes- 
sionalism is synonomous with prac- 
tically unlimited monetary funds 
available for the designing and con- 
struction of the car to be used and 
for the actual record attempt. With 
the exception of their engines all cars 
that have been successful to date in 
this field has been assembled from 
parts designed and built in their 
entirety for the project. 

Characteristics of non-profession- 
alism in the field are limited funds 
for the design and construction of 
the car and for the attempt and, 
therefore, the use of reworked parts 
that were made originally for some 
type of production vehicle. Although 
Athol, as others like him, was pos- 
sessed with the ambition and drive, 
and possibly the ability, of a profes- 
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sional, lack of adequate finances 
prevented his attaining professional 
standards or results. 

Athol’s car was built around a 
World War II V12 Allison aircraft 
engine. These engines made history 
in fighter-type aircraft and now they 
are used in many Unlimited Class 
racing hydroplanes. They have also 
been used in two or three dragsters 
and at the present time there is an- 
other Allison-powered World’s Land 
record attempt car under construc- 
tion. Two large aluminum channel 
members formed the car’s backbone. 
The strength of these members was 
so great that they were undamaged 
by the terrific beating the car took 
during its accident. Front and rear 
axle assemblies were connected 
solidly to the frame members. 

Torque from the engine was trans- 
mitted to a reworked automotive- 
type rear axle assembly by a huge 
industrial hydraulic coupling. The 
coupling eliminated the need for a 
clutch of any type or for a transmis- 
sion. To obtain the high final drive 
ratio required for the speed of four 
hundred and ten miles per hour for 
which Athol was aiming, a set of 
overdrive gears was added to the 
rear axle assembly. These gears in- 
creased the rotational speed of the 
pinion gear shaft in the axle assem- 
bly in relation to the engine’s crank- 
shaft speed. Differential gears in the 
axle assembly were locked. When 
Athol drove the car well over three 
hundred miles per hour in 1959 the 


differential gears were not locked. . 


The car rolled on 8.50 x 18 Firestone 
Bonneville tires inflated to 150 psi 
and mounted on Halibrand magne- 
sium wheels built for the car. 
Marks the car made on the salt 
during its accident showed clearly 
where it was in contact with the salt 
and where it was in the air but gave 
no positive evidence of why the acci- 
dent happened. Parallel black marks 
for at least a mile before the car got 
out of control indicated that its rear 
tires were spinning as Athol was 
applying throttle to accelerate. These 
marks gradually veered away, to the 
left, from the black line down the 
middle of the course to the point of 
the accident. If the car had continued 
for another quarter or half-mile in 
the direction it was traveling it 
would have left the course. At the 
point where it went out of control 
it turned sideways to the course, 


without changing its direction, and 
hurtled into the air. It flipped into 
the air four times and then slid 
approximately four hundred feet to 
a stop. Its second leap was the long- 
est. The distance between the points 
of impact was just over five hundred 
feet. 

As the car continued to leap into 
the air and then crash back to the 
salt again it shed parts of its alum- 
inum body panels. All that was left of 
the body where the wreck came to 
rest was the nose section, which was 


been broken off the wheel. The left 
rear wheel had been sheared from its 
center flange. Remarkably, none of 
the Firestone tires had been blown 
out by the sliding or impacts during 
the flips. 

Nearly all the spectators jumped in 
their cars and dashed to the scene 
of the accident. Normally this is bad 
because too many people around a 
wrecked car can hinder the work of 
the officials but this time it was for- 
tunate that the spectators were on 
hand because it took several men to

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intact and practically undamaged, 
and a portion of the right side, which 
was torn loose except where it was 
connected to the nose. The right 
front wheel and hub assembly had 
been torn from its spindle; the 
threads had been pulled out of the 
spindle nut. The left front wheel was 
still on the car. The inside flange of 
the rim on the right rear wheel had

lift the car onto its side so that Athol 
could be removed from it. 

Much speculation has been voiced 
on the probable cause of the acci- 
dent but it is doubtful whether any- 
one will ever know for sure just what 
happened. An inspection of the 
wreckage showed that the steering 
and driving mechanisms were intact 
and undamaged. This almost posi-

tively eliminates mechanical failure 
as the cause. 

The fact that the car was acceler- 
ating hard and slowly leaving the 
course would seem to indicate that 
its rear end was drifting out from 
the middle of the course due to accel- 
eration. This could have happened 
without Athol’s knowing it because 
of his position in the car's nose. Due 
to the lack of any reference point 
ahead of him on the car by which 
he could determine the car’s attitude 
he could have thought he was steer- 
ing back to the course’s centerline 
with the car in a normal attitude 
while actually the rear was drifting 
out farther and farther until it 
reached the point where the car sud- 
denly turned broadside. At a slower 
speed this could have caused nothing 
more than a spin but, unfortunately, 
a car traveling at the speed this 
car was traveling, which has been 
estimated at anywhere from two 
hundred to in excess of three hun- 
dred miles per hour, doesn’t spin 
readily. Instead, it usually flips into 
the air just as though it had hit a low 
immovable obstruction broadside. 
This is the pattern that all high-speed 
cars that have gotten into trouble at 
Bonneville have followed. It could 
be caused by some part of the car 
or its wheels digging into the salt 
and causing the car to roll. Another 
theory is that at these terrific speeds 
the resistance of the air encountered 
by the side of the car when it turns 
sideways to its line of motion is so 
great that the air creates an almost 
40 


solid wall over which the car actu- 
ally rolls. 

Another theory for the cause of the 
accident is that a sudden gust of 
wind turned the car sideways. This 
doesn’t seem logical but it’s not im- 
possible. It does seem logical, how- 
ever, that wind against the right side 
of the car could have been the force 
that caused the car to drift to the 
left of the course’s guide line. 

Still another theory is that possibly 
one of the car’s body panels was 
ripped loose by the air pressure 
created by the high speed and then 
acted as a sort of air brake, causing 
the car to turn sideways. The basis 
for this theory was that the car 
seemed to come apart practically at 
the point where it went out of con- 
trol. Usually a car that flips doesn’t 
start to loose parts until it crashes 
back to earth. 

But whatever the cause of the 
crash one thing is certain: Athol 
Graham, an avid hot rodder who was 
extremely well liked by his friends 
and certain in his faith that he would 
someday hold the World’s Land 
Speed record, died trying to attain 
his goal, as he often said he might. 

At five a.m. the morning of the day 
after Athol crashed, the hot rod crew 
of the Shadoff Special took over the 
salt for their go at the National and 
International Class C and B speed 
records. The original plan was for 
the two cars to share the salt during 
the four days for which Athol had it 


reserved; sharing was no longer 
necessary. 


A hot rodder named Mel Hooper 
built the single-engined streamliner 
that is now the Shadoff Special in 
1953. The car was designed specific- 
ally for competition in the Bonneville 
National hot rod meets held annually 
on the salt. It still belongs to Hooper 
but it has been extensively rebuilt 
and is now maintained by Bob 
Bowen of Van Nuys, Calif. Bob also 


drives the car. Bill Shadoff, a Chrys- © 


ler products dealer in Pomona, Calif., 
sponsors the car's activities. 

It was the plan of the Shadoff 
crew to make the first run of their 
two-way record attempt at six a.m. 
Monday morning with a Class C = 
engine and then switch to a Class B ~ 
engine and run again at approxi- ~ 
mately three p.m. The idea behind 
running early in the morning and 
fairly late in the afternoon was to 
take advantage of the still air condi- 
tions that usually prevail at these 
times. However, as usually happens 
with such ambitious undertakings, 
events didn’t progress exactly accord- 
ing to schedule. Minor details that 
can delay a project of this nature 
made the initial run a little late but 
the air was calm and the salt in excel- 
lent condition when the car was 
finally pushed off. 

Bowen had driven the car at mod- 
erate speeds the afternoon of the day 
before to check its handling so there 
wasn’t anything to prevent an imme- 
diate full-bore run. The run was so 
smooth and uneventful that only 
Bowen and the USAC officials who 
were operating the timing equipment 
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i impossible to try for a new 10-mile

After waiting only long enough for 
the USAC timing crew to make their 
computations to be sure the new 
records were official, the crew loaded 
the car onto its trailer and took it 
into Wendover, which is the head- 


, quarters for Bonneville events, to 


switch engines. The switch was fin- 
ished by approximately three p.m. 
and the car was back on the salt a 
few minutes later. 

A short test run quickly convinced 
Bob that the engine was developing 
much more torque on the alcohol- 


nitro blend for which it was tuned 
than he needed. He found that he 
could break the rear tires loose any 
time he wanted to by merely pres- 
sing a little harder on the accelerator. 
After switching to straight alcohol, 
making a few minor changes, and 
taking a few more test rides at 
moderate speeds, Bob decided to try 
for a record run. Time was running 
out because the sun was getting 
ready to drop behind the mountains 
that border the west side of the salt 
flat. The run was not completed be- 
cause the engine would not acceler- 


ate above 4400 rpm and quickly be- 
gan to overheat, supposedly because 
the fuel mixture was too lean. Bob 
got off the throttle and coasted as 
far as the timing stand at the middle 
of the course. And so ended the day. 

The following morning at about 
9:00 a.m. the crew and car were 
ready to run again. Fuel had been 
changed again, this time to 25 per- 
cent alcohol-75 percent nitro to mini- 
mize tuning problems. Bob figured it 
would be easier to control the horse- 
power with the throttle than to 
wrestle with the tuning. It costs 
money to run for International rec- 
ords — the quickest way to solve any 
problem, if the solution is safe, can 
often save a car owner lots of loot. 


Only a few minutes before the City of 
Salt Lake left the north end of the 13- 
mile straightaway that had been drag- 
ged for it and others that would follow 
in ensuing weeks, happy members of its 
crew, sure of success, checked the car 
to be sure everything was as it should 


‘be for the big run. After the crash none 


of these men had any love for the car. 


Bob had just passed the one-mile 
marker on the first of the two-way 
runs required for a record attempt 
when he noticed the engine was be- 
ginning to overheat again. Rather 
than ruin the engine he eased off the _ 
throttle enough to keep the tempera- 
ture down and continued the run. 
Before making the return run the 
crew replaced the water in the en- 
gine’s cooling system with cold 
water; however, this gave only tem- 
porary relief. 

Despite the heating problems, four 
National and International records 
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records are subject to F.I.A. confir- 
mation. The distances and new 
speeds are as follows:

The average for 5 kilometers was 
higher than the existing record but 
it wasn't 1 percent higher, the 
amount required by the F.I.A. for a 
new record.

Engines used in the 1700 pound, 
tube frame, rear engine, fiberglass 
body car were a 259 cubic inch 59 
Plymouth fitted with 57 Dodge 
hemispherical chamber cylinder 
heads for class C and a 454 cubic 
inch 57 Chrysler fitted with C-T 
Automotive aluminum cylinder 
heads. Both engines were naturally 
aspirated, had Herbert roller-tappet 
camshafts, Hilborn fuel injectors, and 
Scintilla Vertex magnetos.

change rear axle centersection incor- 
porated in a specially built de Dion 
axle assembly, torsion bar front and 
rear suspension and Halibrand spot 
brakes on the rear only.

Three things all successful World’s 
Land Speed record holders have had 
in common since the record passed 
the 300 mile per hour mark are 
gigantic proportions, heavy weight, 
and large-diameter wheels and tires. 
Flying Caduceus conforms to the 
pattern for success by being 28 feet 
2% inches long, having a 144-inch 
wheelbase and a tread of 84 inches, 
weighing an estimated 3 tons, and 
having 34-inch diameter wheels on 
which are mounted tires that have 
an outside diameter of 48 inches. It 
is 54 inches high at its highest point. 

Its wheels and tires are perhaps 
the most eye-catching things about 
the car. The wheels are products of 
the Firestone Steel Products Co. and 
the tires were built by the Firestone 
Tire and Rubber Co. Without the 
help of these companies the entire 
project would have been impossible 
because tire and wheel assemblies 
capable of supporting a 6000 pound 
car at speeds in the four hundred to 
five hundred mile per hour range 
can’t be bought at the local service 
station or out of a mail order catalog. 

The wheels were machined from 
forged aluminum alloy billets. They 
were rough-machined, heat treated, 
and then finish-machined. They are 
of the disc type and have integral 
hubs that are fitted with cups for 
roller bearings. Their outer surfaces 
are smooth but their inner surfaces 
have ribs for strength. 

The special low-contour tubeless 
tires are slightly over 11 inches wide 
when inflated and have a vertical 
section of 7 inches. Their sidewalls 
have such a thin layer of rubber that 
the cords in the casings show. The 
surface that contacts the salt has an 
additional layer of rubber .020-inch 
thick. Firestone engineers estimate 
this thickness to be adequate for 
about 12 high-speed runs on the salt. 
Inflation pressure varies from 150 
pounds for low speed runs to 200 


pounds for high speed runs. Nitro- 
gen was used for the inflating. 

Total weight of the tire and wheel 
assemblies is 244 pounds each. Fire- 
stone engineers say this great weight 
will be beneficial to car handling at 
high speeds because the assemblies 
will act as gyroscopes that will tend 
to keep the car traveling in a straight 
line. Forces created in the rapidly 
revolving wheels will resist efforts 
exerted by outside sources that might 
tend to deviate the car from a 
straight-ahead direction. 

Most important of the reasons for 
the very large outer diameter of the 
tires is that a large tire must revolve 
fewer revolutions per mile traveled 
than a smaller tire would. By keep- 
ing the number of revolutions per 
mile as low as practicable the ten- 
dency of a tire to heat at high car 
speeds is minimized. This is impor- 
tant because heat is one of a tire’s 
greatest enemies. 

A special test machine built by 
Firestone for this project tested the 
wheel and tire assemblies at rotating 
speeds equivalent to car speeds in 
excess of 600 miles per hour while 
they were under acceleration and 
weight loadings greater than those 
to which they will ever be subjected 
during an actual run on the car. A 
great part of the credit for any suc- 
cess the Flying Caduceus experiences 
must be given to the staff at Fire- 
stone who developed and built its 
tires and wheels and supervised their 
use on the salt. 

Flying Caduceus’ chassis resem- 
bles a huge steerable four-wheel 
trailer designed to carry a jet engine. 
Parts for the suspension members for 
each of its four wheels are identical. 
They consist of front spindles, upper 
and lower control arms, and torsion 
bars made originally for Chevrolet 
trucks. The parts are massive and 
strong, as they must be to carry the 
loads that will be exerted on them at 
terrifically high car speeds. 

Spindles for the rear wheels are 
locked by adjustable members that 
hold them in a straight-ahead posi- 
tion. Those for the front wheels are 
steered by a Chevy truck steering 
gear in the car's nose that acts 
through a series of bellcranks and 
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connecting rods to the spindles. 

The frame itself is a massive cradle 
formed from 2-inch and 1%-inch 
square mild steel tubing and round 
steel tubing of various diameters. It 
was made of heavy materials pur- 
posely to give the car stability and 
resistance to aerodynamic lifting. 
Doc’s rubber padded cockpit is weld- 
ed to the nose of the structure. 

A cylindrical aluminum body 48 
inches in diameter was built for the 
car by Lujie Lesovsky, Los Angeles 
designer and builder of professional 
racing cars. The upper half of the 
body is removable. A science fiction 
touch is provided by a cone-shaped 
nosepiece over six feet long that ex- 
tends forward from the cockpit. In- 
corporated in the tip of the nose is a 
pilot tube for a 700 mile per hour 
airspeed indicator on the car's instru- 
ment panel. 

Second in interest to its wheels and 
tires is the car’s General Electric 
J-47 jet engine, used originally in a 
B-36 bomber. Consuming Mobil JP-4 
fuel, which is similar to kerosene, at 
the rate of five gallons per minute 
at idle and sixteen gallons per minute 
at full throttle, this 2319 pound ex- 
ample of mechanical simplicity at its 
best is rated at 5200 pounds thrust, 
or 6930 horsepower. During part- 
throttle runs it consumed two gallons 
of fuel per mile. Ampel fuel for full- 
throttle runs is carried in a 66-gallon 
V-shaped tank mounted just ahead 
of the engine. Ducts for the enor- 
mous quantities of air the engine 
consumes fit around the tank to join 
air openings at either side of the 
cockpit with the air inlet at the front 
of the engine. These ducts were made 
of fiberglass reinforced with wire. 

Stopping a car of this type can be 
as much of a problem as getting it 
going. Braking systems on Flying 
Caduceus consist of a ribbon para- 
chute 7% feet in diameter packed 
in the tail of the body directly over 
the jet exhaust opening and Hali- 
brand disc brakes with two spots on 
all four wheels. The chute is actuated 
electrically by a switch in the cock- 
pit. A foot-operated Mico Power two- 
stage brake master cylinder actuates 
the brakes. The chute is used at 
speeds under 300 mph and the brakes 
under 175 mph. ; 

Unfortunately, a series of minor 
difficulties prevented Flying Cadu- 
ceus from attaining the expected 
high speeds during the week for 
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which the salt was reserved for it. 
In the order in which they occurred 
the difficulties were caused by a 
leaking booster fuel pump in the fuel 
tank, an undetected discharged bat- 
tery that supplies current for the 
booster pump and the engine's 
igniters, a hydraulic fuel control 
valve that lost its prime, and collaps- 
ing of the fiberglass air ducts. A sec- 
ondary effect of the dead battery and 
the fuel control valve difficulties was 
a burned-out starting motor. 

Most important, and destructive, 
to the effort were the collapsed air 
ducts. This happened the first time 
on Friday morning when the engine 
was being “trimmed”, the jet engine 
version of tuning. From all indica- 
tions it was the result of a vacuum 
being created in the ducts by the 
demands of the engine. Atmospheric 
pressure pushing on the outside of 
the ducts actually crushed them. 
After repairs that took the rest of the 
day and most of the night the car 
was ready to run again on Saturday 
morning. This was the last day for 
which Doc had the salt reserved. 
However, on the first run the car 
made, the ducts collapsed again 
shortly after the car left the start- 
ing line. 

Of the four test runs the car com- 
pleted during the week, the fastest 
had a timed speed of 228 miles per 
hour. This was with only a fraction 
of the engine’s available power. On 
its final run, the one on which the 
ducts collapsed, Doc opened the 
car’s throttle to a power setting of 
approximately 80 percent. This was 
considerably more power than he had 
used previously. The airspeed indi- 
cator was. showing 190 mph (the 
meter read at least 8 percent low at 
all times due to altitude and tem- 
perature) the last time Doc looked 
at it and the car was accelerating 
like a champion. It was traveling 
straight and true without any steer- 
ing correction. 

To say that Doc and Ray and their 
crew were disappointed when the 
ducts let go and stopped the run and 
the complete effort for the time be- 
ing is something of an understate- 
ment. But before this article appears 
in print the salt may again be avail- 


. able. If it is, Doc and Ray and their 


Flying Caduceus will be ready, this 
time with redesigned air ducts. And 
if there is a car in this world that will 
run 500 miles per hour, this is it!

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LEAKY COOLER 
Dear Don: 

My 1957 Ford is having radiator 
problems. Twice now its bottom tank 
has cracked around the threaded 
openings for the steel tubes from the 
Fordomatic transmission. The man 
who repaired the radiator the last 
time told me that these tubes are for 
the purpose of cooling the transmis- 
sion oil. I was wondering if I could 
disconnect them and plug them some 
way so the radiator won't be dam- 


aged again.

As your radiator man told you, the purpose 
of the tubes that connect the transmission in 
your cor to the car's radiator is to enable oil 
from the transmission and torque converter 
assembly fo be cooled. The tubes connect to 
a heat exchanger located in the bottom tank of 
the radiator. As oil from the transmission passes 
through the exchanger it loses heat to the cool- 
ont in the tank. 

It wouldn't be a good idea to disconnect the 
tubes and thereby render the heat exchanger 
inoperative. Rather, to prevent damage to the 
radiator tank caused by vibration and move- 
ment of the tubes, insert lengths of neoprene 
rubber hose in the tubes to prevent their vibra- 
tion and movement from reaching the radiator. 
This is the way the Ford Motor Co. solved the 
problem for their later model cars. 

To install the hoses, cut the tubes at their 
radiator ends to leave stubs three or four inches 
long and then cut a section out of each tube. 
It's a good idea to cut the tubes at points neor 
supporting brackets on the engine so that the 
portions that remain will be securely supported 
throughout their length. This will prevent pos- 
sible tube breakage due to vibration. Flore all 
four ends of the tubes slightly with a standard 
flaring tool and then slip the ends of suitable 
lengths of Yis-inch inside diameter neoprene 
hose over the ends, taking care that the correct 
tube is connected to the correct opening in the 
radiator, and secure the hoses with Corbin 
clamps or screw-type clamps. 

Hoses installed in this manner won't present 
ony leakage problems because the pressure in 
the lines isn't high. A lorge volume of oi! flows 
through the lines but the pressure remains at 
a reasonable level because the oil flows freely 
into the transmission case after it has passed 
through the heat exchanger. 


Care must be taken when installing hoses in 
transmission oil lines in this manner to prevent 
dirt, particles of metal, or other foreign matter 
from entering any of the tubes or hoses. Such 
material will be carried into the transmission by 
the oil that flows through the members. 


FORDILLAC GEARS AND SPEEDO 
Dear Don: 

My question concerns the gearing 
of my latest transplant. I have in- 
stalled a Cadillac engine in a ‘52 
Ford. with a 55 Ford transmission 
and a 50 Ford 3.31 to 1 rear end. 
I would like to know if this is the 
best combination of gears for best 
performance at top speed. 

Another problem I have concerns 
the correct reading on my speedo- 
meter. I installed the original speed- 
ometer gear from my 52 Ford over- 
drive trans in the 55 trans. I would 
like to know if this will give the 
correct reading since in the ‘55 the 
speedometer goes to 110 and my 
present speedometer only goes to 
100. Would it be advisable to install 
a 17-tooth gear in place of my present 
21-tooth gear?

You didn't give the model of the engine in 
your car but we'll assume that it is a ‘49 or 
later ohv. Horsepower and torque readings of 
ohv Cadillac engines have increased consider- 
ably since ‘49 but any of the engines should 
pull a Ford with 3.31 gears quite nicely. A 
numerically lower gear would give quieter and 
more effortless cruising speeds but it might limit 
the car's top speed and acceleration in the 
higher speed ranges. Actual performance would 
give better acceleration characteristics for drag 
racing or similar activities but would be less 
desirable for normal cruising speeds. 

A speedometer drive gear must match the 
rear axle ratio and rear tires size, not the 
speedometer. All speedometers are interchange- 
able as for as their internal workings ore con- 
cerned. The range of speed they cover has no 
bearing on the type of drive gear that should 
be used with them. The Ford parts manval 
specifies a 17-tooth drive geor for transmissions 
used with 3.31 to axle gears.

Something to remember about factory pub- 
lished horsepower ratings is that they may be 
based more on the imagination of an over-zea- 
lous sales department than on actual dyna- 
mometer results. 


MILD REWORKING JOB 


Dear Don: 

I plan to improve the performance 
of my 55 Ford V8, which has a 272 
cubic inch engine. Can you tell me 
the stock diameter of the cylinders 
in my engine and how much I can 
bore them? How many more cubic 
inches will this give me? 

I would also like to know the en- 
gine’s standard compression ratio 
and how much I can raise the ratio 
without weakening the heads or 
shrouding the valves. 

I have a three-carburetor setup on 
my engine. As you know, the ad- 
vance mechanism in the distributor 
is actuated by vacuum created by 
the velocity of the air through the 
carburetor. With my setup the veloc- 
ity is so low it will not advance the

Stock cylinders in Ford 272 cubic inch en- 
gines have diameters of 3.625 inches. The 
practical maximum diameter for them is 3.750 
inches, or .125-inch oversize. This larger bore 
makes the cylinders exactly the same size as 
those in 292 cubic inch Fords. 

Two compression ratios were standard on 
these engines. One was 7.6 to 1 and the other 
was 8.5 to 1. Your engine could have either 
ratio, Some of the many different cylinder 
heads that have been used on Ford overhead 
valve V8 engines can be milled as much as 
.090-inch. The difference in the heads that 
affects the amount they can be milled is in the 
thickness of their surface that contacts the 
head gasket. 

To return your ignition advance character- 
istics to somewhere near normal | would rec- 
ommend progressive throttle linkage for your 
three carburetors, Install the linkage so that 
the engine runs only on the middle carburetor 
at low speeds. Then, when the distributor. 
vacuum line is connected to the middle car- 
buretor, the distributor will advance as it 
should until the progressive linkage starts to 
open the throttle valves in the end carburetors. 
However, by this time, the engine should be 
turning enough rpm's to create sufficient velocity 
in the middle carburetor to give the timing ail 
the advance it needs. Be sure, though, that the 
vacuum tube from the distributor is connected 
to the middle carburetor only. If it is also con- 
nected to the end carburetors air will bleed 
into it through the ports in the end carburetors. 
This air will kill the vacuum in the line and the 
ignition timing will not advance.

You'll have to make a new bracket for 
securing the column to the dash, but this 
shouldn't be much of a problem. 

You should do something about the seats, 
too. You can make a changeover to bucket 
seats very easily. There are many fiberglass 
buckets on the market and you can also add 
a little timeliness by installing a Chrysler swivel 
assembly, if you wish. 

A second alternative is to take the original 
seats to an upholstery shop and have them 
cut-down and refiitted to your measurements. 
Then they must be re-upholistered. 


COMPETITION CHOP 
Dear George: 

I have a 31 Ford ‘A’ and many 
problems! I want to build the “A’ up 
to run in either B or C Altered Class. 
As you know, the top is so high, I 
know that I'll have to chop it. In 
fact, I want to very much. But in- 
stead of chopping it four inches all 
around and making it even, I want 
to chop the top three inches in the 
rear, four in the middle and five up 
front. Now, my problem is this: Can 
I do it?

The proper way to chop the ‘A’ top for 
competition would be to evenly cut five inches 
from front, and then slant the post to the rear. 
This will be the easiest and will streamline the 


top quite a bit since if you're going to run at 
the drags, you'll want to have the least wind 
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resistance as possible. Once the post is sianted 
rearward, cut the remainder of the top to match 
the front. It's much more simple to match than 
to attempt to even the top with the amount you 
have specified that you want removed. Cut the 
front first, then align. Weld ALL of your work 
solid before you commence the working-out ord 
leading procedure. Follow standard finishing 
techniques for a smooth appearing job. 


CHEV WITH A. DIFFERENCE 
Dear George: 

I have been a reader of Can Crarr 
for a long time and think it is the 
best on the market today. 

I have a 50 Chevy and would like 
to install a grille and a set of tail- 
lights that would be different from 
some of the customs you see today.

1 haven't yet seen a ‘50 Chevrolet with a ‘60 
Oldsmobile grille and canted quad headlights 
that blend into the grille. This front treatment 
is involved and entails metal work, but it is 
truly original and well worth the time and effort. 

For taillights, the same goes for frenched-in 
‘60 Chrysler lenses. These are fine for custom 


appeal and should do wonders for the rear of 
your Chev. 


“SELF-STYLED SOUTHERNER" 
Dear George: 

I need some original ideas for cus- 
tomizing my ‘55 Chevrolet. I don’t 
want to spend too much and I have 
plenty of time to do the work. I want 
some ideas for the front grille and 
the taillights. What can I do for my 
interior, Can you help?

You won't need much money or time to re- 
style your Chevy if you use the following sug- 
gestions for grille and taillight glamorization. 
For a new grille, purchase the inexpensive Bul- 
let Grille Kit from California Custom Accessories 
and install it. This will run you but about $30 
and a few hour's time. If you don’t want the 
bullets, use one of the new tubular bar grilles 
that are custom designed for your individual 
grille cavity and are extremely simple to install. 
This will run you about the same in time and 
money. 

Taillights can be changed by adding Lee 
Plastic Company's, (Detroit, Michigan) new do-it- 
yourself diamond taillight lenses. These come 
complete except for elbow grease and can be 
bought for a ten-spot. 

Forget about upholstering the interior your- 
self. It's too much. You'll have to have it stitched 
by a reputable upholstery shop. You can add 
a set of plastic knobs to the dash, if you wish. 
A complete listing can be had from California 
Custom Accessories, for 25¢ to cover handling 
and postage.
